RESOLUTION ORDERING SIDEWALK 
WORK. 

Resolved, that the sidewalk work 
herein described is required by the pub¬ 
lic interest and convenience, and the 
Board of Trustees of the City of South 
San Francisco hereby orders the same 
to be done in said city, and under the 
direction and to the satisfaction of the 
Superintendent of Streets of llie said 
city, to-wit: 

That that portion of San Bruno 
road lying between the northerly line 
of Grand avenue and the southerly line 
of Armour avenue, including all street 
intersections, lie improved by con¬ 
structing concrete curbs therein on the 
east side of said avenue, and for the 
full length as above specified, except¬ 
ing where such curbs are already con¬ 
structed; and by filling in earth back 
of said curbs so as to bring sidewalks 
between curb and artificial stone side¬ 
walks to official grade; and by con¬ 
structing artificial stone sidewalks 
therein having a width of five (5) feet, 
commencing two (2) feet from the 
property line and extending live (5) 
feet towards the curb line, excepting 
where such sidewalks are already con¬ 
structed, all in accordance with the 
plans and specifications adopted there¬ 
for by the said Board of Trustees on 
the 10th day of October, 1910, to which 
special reference is hereby made for de¬ 
scription of said work and further par¬ 
ticulars.

Wright Biplane Breaks a Wing 
On Spiral Descent 


With one wing tip of his machine 
crumpled like a piece of paper, Ralph 
Johnstone, the brilliant young aviator, 
holder of the world's altitude record, 
dropped like a plummet from a height 
of 500 feet into the inclosure at Over¬ 
land Park aviation held and was in¬ 
stantly killed, at Denver, Thursday. 

When the spectators crowded about 
the inclosure reached him his body lay 
beneath the engine of the biplane, with 
the White planes that had failed him 
in his time of need wrapped about it 
like a shroud. Nearly every bone in 
his body was broken. He had gambled 
with death once too often, but he 
played the game to the end, fighting 
coolly and grimly to the last second to 
regain control of his broken machine. 

Fresh from his triumphs at Helmont 
Park, where he had broken the world's 
record for altitude with a flight of 
9714 feet, Johnstone attempted to give 
the thousands of spectators who stood 
with craned necks to watch him an 
extra thrill with his most daring feat, 
the spiral glide, which had made the 
Wright aviators famous. The spec¬ 
tators got their thrill, but it cost 
Johnstone his life. 

Death Came on Second Flight. 

The fatal flight was the second .John 
stone made Thursday afternoon. In the 
first flight, when he was in the air 
with Hoxey and Brookins, he had gone 
through his usual program of dips and 
glides with liis machine apparently 
under perfect control. Then Johnstone

rose again, and after a few circuits of 
the course to gain height, headed 
toward the foothills. Still ascending, 
he swept back in a big circle, and as he 
reached the north end of the inclosure 
he started his spiral glide. He was 
then at an altitude of about 800 feet. 
With his planes tilted at an angle of 
almost 90 degrees, he swooped down 
in a narrow circle, the aeroplane seem¬ 
ing to turn almost in its own length. 

As he started the second circle the 
middle spur which braces the left side 
of the lower plane gave way and the 
wing tips of both upper and lower 
planes folded up as though they had 
been hinged. For a second Johnstone 
attempted to right the plane by warp¬ 
ing the other wing tip. Then the hor¬ 
rified spectators saw the plane swerve 
like a wounded bird and plunge 
stright toward the earth. 

Johnstone was thrown from his seat 
as the nose of the plane swung down- ! 
ward. He caught on one side of the ; 



^•uiiged among them with a thud and 
crash that could be heard over the big 
field. 

Scarcely had he hit the ground when 
sensation-mad brutes, both men and 
women, swarmed over the wreckage 
fighting with one another for souvenirs 
of the terrible occasion. 

One of the broken wooden stays had 
thrust its jagged end almost through 
Johnstone's body. Before doctors or po¬ 
lice could reach the scene one man* had 
torn this splinter from the crushed 
and mangled body and ran gleefully 
away, carrying his horrid trophy with 
the aviator’s blood still dripping from 
its end. Frantically the crowd tore 
away the canvas from over the body 
and fought for the very gloves that had 
protected Johnstone’s hands from cold

SAN FRANCISCO IS 
LEADERJ GROWTH 

Stands Eleventh Amnng Cities 
of the United States 


San Francisco takes rank as the 
eleventh city of the United States, fol¬ 
lowing Buffalo with its 423,715 of pupu- 
lation. The nine other cities enjoying 
higher rank are, in order: New York, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, St. Louis, Bos¬ 
ton, Cleveland, Baltimore, Pittsburg 
and Detroit. 

The four cities following San Fran¬ 
cisco are: Milwaukee with 373,857, 
Cincinnati with 364,463, Newark with 
347,469, and New Orleans with 339,075. 

Notwithstanding the setback of the 
1906 disaster San Francisco has sur¬ 
passed the normal growth of the cities 
of the country. Its percentage of 21.6 
is at the head of the list to which 
the Census Bureau points as showing 
the best steady increase, the cities in¬ 
cluded being Boston with 19.6 per 
cent; Buffalo, 20.2; New Orleans, 18.1; 
Omaha, 21; Patterson, 19.4; Philadel¬ 
phia, 19.7; Pittsburg, 18.2; St. Louis, 
19.4, and Washington, 18.8 per cent. 

The census figures for San Francisco 
and for Alameda County’s principal 
cities, as made public Wednesday by 
the director of the Census Bureou at 
Washington, follow: San Francisco, 
416,912; Oakland, 150,174; Berkeley, 
40,434; Alameda, 23,383. 

Growth of Bay Cities. 

San Francisco, which has a census 
population of 342,782 in 1900, has made 
a gain of 21,62 per cent, 74,130 in all. 

Oakland had 66,960 in 1900, and its 
increase is 83,214, or 124.3 per cent. 

Berkeley, which has 13,214 in 1900, 
shows an increase of 27,220, or 206 per¬ 
cent. 

Alameda had 16,464 in 1900, and its 
increase is 6919.
